Obscurities are omitted without scrapie, hints are am¬ 
plified with equal freedom ; in the ordinary sense of the words, this is not a faithful ver¬ 
sion, or even a paraphrase, yet to the characteristic qualities of the original, to its grandeur 
and dignity, to its imaginative and dramatic force, it is really true. These qualities the 
writer appreciates, and he has no common facility in expressing them. Opinions will 
probably differ about the merit of the new Agamemnon among those who know Aeschylus, 
but other readers will scarcely doubt that they have here a genuine work of art”—

tGRANDES HEURES de JACQUES de BOURBON]. Two 

MAGNIFICENT MINIATURES FROM A DEVOTIONAL BOOK 
EXECUTED ABOUT A.D. 1400 FOR JACQUES DE BOURBON, 
Comte de la Marche (1393) [afterwards King of Sicily 
(1415);] perhaps by Andre Beauneveu, the miniaturist 
of the Due de Berry ; representing “ The Majesty” and 
the Crucifixion. The miniature of The Majesty represents 
God the Father surrounded by Cherubim, at the comers 
the four Evangelists with their emblems. Round the 
border are sixteen figures playing on musical instruments 
in the manner of the great picture by Fra Angelico. The 
miniature of the Crucifixion contains no less than forty- 
two figures. The Bishop kneeling at the foot of the Cross 
is no doubt a portrait. Round this border are also sixteen 
figures in the compartments —mounted on velvet in a black 
polished frame , in a box with shutter. The size of each 
miniature is 14 in. by 10 in. £300.

The Bourbon escutcheon appears eight times in the above miniatures; the 
bend gules surcharged with a small lion sable which appears to have 
been the peculiar cognizance of the prince above mentioned. None of 
his relatives seem to have borne it, although any of the descendants of 
Louis I di Bourbon and Marie of Hainault (bis great-grand-parents) 
might have done so. Other monuments and manuscripts show that they 
did not; but if Andre de Beauneveu had been employed by the Comte de 
la Marche to illuminate a grand volume like those which he was executing 
for the Due de Berry, that consummate artist would probably have been, 
as a native of Hainault, careful to insert the small black lion. We are 
inclined to believe that in the two glorious paintings described above, we 
have the sole survival of one of those grand Livres d’Heuree which are 
the glory of French art in the XIV-XV Century.

ST. CATHERINE IN THE TEMPLE. An exquisite 
EXAMPLE OF THE FAMOUS MlNIATORE GIROLAMO DAI 
LIBRT, representing St. Catherine of Alexandria before 
the doctors and a crowd of people. The scene is within a 
temple supported by columns. The faces and figures of 
the seventeen principal persons represented are finished 
with the most accomplished skill, to which no reproduc¬ 
tion or description could do sufficient justice. The 
brilliancy of colouring can scarcely be imagined. The 
triumph of the whole piece is perhaps the group in the 
gallery, consisting of fifteen heads perfectly, yet almost 
microscopically finished. At the foot of the centre pillar 
is the signature of the artist, “ Ieronimus f.” Size by 7\. 
Neatly mounted in a gilt frame , £300. about 1520 

Specimens of the work of Girolamo are rarer and more beautiful than even 
of Giulio Clovio. Nothing like the above painting has ever appeared for 
. sale in England; nor is likely to be met with in the future. It is 
emphatically a thing of beauty— to borrow the trite quotation from 
Keats; and there are few who could look upon the lovely harmony of its 
colouring without a thrill of sensuous delight and satisfaction.

The inscription at the top of the picture runs thus: 'H Koifiijtnc Tfjc 
Oeordicov. This painting resembles very much, but is infinitely superior 
to, the picture engraved on plate 83 of D’Agincourt, which he describes 
as Ruthenian, or Greco-Slavonic work. The Virgin lies dead in the fore¬ 
ground, but there are two smaller figures in front in which she 
appears on foot receiving the death summons from a sworded angel. 
On each side of the bier stand the Apostles; in the middle appears 
the Saviour by His mother’s side, with her soul borne as an infant in His 
arms. Behind and beside Him are the prophets, and the angels, with 
some female figures in the rear, while above them all hovers, with sable 
wings outstretched, the Angel of Death.

No subject of investigation is more attractive and less understood than the Religious Philosophy 
of the Orientals. The religious and scientific wealth of the oldest peoples on the earth has been so 
jealously guarded from inquisitive foreigners by mysteries and jargon, that the many have denied 
the existence of anything worth seeking; and the few so discouraged by the obstacles in the road 
that, for the most part, they have been compelled to abandon the search. 

It is with unfeigned pleasure, therefore, that Mr. Bouton announces the early appearance of a 
work which will remove many doubts and perplexities, and place in the hands of the intelligent what 
may serve as a key to the immense storehouses of Oriental learning. 

The author, Mme. Blavatsky, enters the field well equipped. A native of Asia—her childhood 
passed among the Calmucks, Tartars, Persians and other Eastern peoples; her maturity among 
Hindus, Cingalese, Thibetans, and Egyptians—Oriental traditions, languages, literature and 
mythology, have long been her chief study and occupation. The immense fund of information stored 
up during years of thoughtful study and of observant travel in all lands, enable her to throw more 
light upon the esoteric philosophy of Eastern nations than, perhaps, any other writer who has con¬ 
tributed to the literature of this important subject. 

The work is divided into two volumes: one devoted to Science, one to Religion. 

The author is most careful in stating fects and opinions, always presenting quotations of 
undeniable authenticity. Numerous translated extracts from the Kabala, the Hermes, the Vedas, 
etc., are interspersed through the work, bearing at times upon themes treated by high authorities, 
whom she h often obliged to criticise. Among the subjects dilated upon, the review of Platonism, 
the discussion of the Genesis of Humanity, the Submerged Continents, the conflicting theories upon 
the Emigrations of Peoples, the relation of Myths of India, Persia, Scandinavia, Mexico, Pern, and 
other nations, to modern science and dogma, may be mentioned to give a faint idea of the scope of 
the work. Startling revelations respecting many physical and psychological phenomena heretofore 
wrapped in mystery and doubt, frequently occur, at once instructing and amusing the reader. It 
will bo remembered with what avidity the public received and devoured a narrative of the acts of 
the Thugs unearthed by the English authorities in India some years ago. Our author describes, in 
a charming manner, the marvellous performances of Fakirs, Magicians, and Sheiks, whose "juggling 
t ricks 0 delude the senses, and force upon the unwilling mind the conviction that the sources of this 
Ixrwildering magic must not be sought in mere mechanical legerdemain. 

To the scholar and the specialist, to the philologist and the archaeologist, this work will bo a 
roost valuable acquisition, aiding them in their labours and giving to them the only clue to the 
labyrinth of confusion In which they are involved. To the geneial reader it will he especially 
attractive because of its fascinating style and pleasing arrangement, presenting a constant variety of 
racy anecdote, pithy thought, sound scholarship, and vivid description. Mme. Blavatsky possesses 
the happy gift of versatility in an eminent degree, and her style is varied to suit her theme with a 
graceful ease refreshing to the reader, who is led without weariness from page to page. The author 
has accomplished her task with ability, and has conferred upon all a precious boon, whose benefit the 
scientist as well as the religionist, the specialist as well as the general reader, will not he slow to 
recognise.

lives on dead bodies, and the theology of Christendom 
is found to be subversive rather than promotive of 
spirituality and good morals.' Our author appears to 
have quite s fanatical hatred of Christianity, which Is 
pronounced to have been responsible for the worst 
cruelties that have ever been committed. Its doctrines 
have been simply plagiarised from Paganism. One 
would have naturally Inferred that Paganism must hare 
been intolerably bad, as well as Christianity; but 
according to our author, * it waa ancient wisdom, 
replete with Deity.' On the whole, what is to be done, 
and where is truth to be found, and when shall we he 
able to look on it 'with undazzled gaze?* It seems 
that Spiritualism may do a good deal for us, though 
' In our sober and positive century it has met with bat 
a poor welcome.'
